Thave always looked upon an unblemished reputation, as one of the greetes 
treastires min can possess on earth; hence I have conceived it incumbent on me 
to defend mine when unjustly assniled, A residence of thirty years and upwards 
ia this country, and engagements, part of this time, in extensive commercial tri 
actions and political servitude, I supposed, would have placed me in an attitude 
before the public, sufficient to enable them to judge of my merits, and justify me 
in remaining quietly at home during the present canvass, attending to the im, 
provement of my furm, But witnessing as I have done, that my enemies hove 
exhausted every topic of abuse, and taken up calumnies and. charges-long- since 
refuted, and that thoy have, from behind anonymous signatures in the Newspa- 
pers, und by verbal statements and insinuations, manilested a determination 
throw a false covering over all my public and private transactions, and if pos 
ble to destroy the confidence of the public in mo, I shall be excused at this tin 
in noticing a few of the many charges made against me. L have been accused 
of being an encourager of vice and immorality, on account of my opposition to 
the bill, introduced into the Legislature by Peter Cartwright, entitled “an act 
for the suppression of vice and. immoral 
Representatives last session and met its final doom in the Sei fe, over which 1 
had the honor toypreside. And although I gave no vote on this Bill, I \elieved 
then, and believe yet, that, (notwithstanding it had @ beautiful title) it con‘ained 
features inconsistent, unconstitutional “ai improper to become a law of this 
State, for every constitutional feature in it w ready provided for in the Crim- 
inal Code, und that it was calculated to produce an endless and unwarranabie 
1 Seon disturb the peacs of civil socjety, and effect no other purpese thao t 
gratify the ambiuci! of ecclesiastical tyrants, and fill the pockets of a few petti 
fogging lawyers, most of whom are now clamourous against me. I aim accise 
of being hostile to religion, for opposing the Bill to incorporale religious socie- 
ties. This Bil] also passed the Lower House and was lost in the Senate, an 
though I had no vote on it, I considered it also to be unconstitutional. See Con- 
stituion, Article 8th, Sec. Ist, 2d, and 3d,

have certain inherent und indefeasible rights, among which are those of enjoying and d 
fending life and liborty, and of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property and reputation, 
‘and of. pursuing their own bappiness.

sent: that no haman authority can, in any ¢ se whatever, control or interfere with the rights 
jence; nnd that no preference shall ever be given by Jaw to any religious estab 
ment or modes of worship.” 

I hope I'shall ever be found opposing every measure that has the most distant 
tendency to connect Church and State, and that I shall never be found acting i 
concert with that class of Preachers, who ought to be considered dangerous to 
the civil rights, and religious liberties of the community. My opponents not be- 
ing able to produce any evidence from my official or private acts, to show that I 
a Preacher who ought to be considered dangerous in a Church and S 
point of view, have gone to Virginia and borrowed a part of John Ranilolph’s 
Speech, (and ore now circulating it in handbills,) made sm the convention agains 
allownig Preachers, to have a scat in the Legislature. But there are always ex-| 
ceptions from a general rule, and had John Randolph known me, as well as my 
political enemies do, I think he would have excepted me.—John Randolph made 
a speech in the same convention wherein he contended that those who had nor 
property, had nota right to vote. But believe the right of Suffrage and the| 
rod of correction for abuses, lie in the great body of the people, rich and poor. 
Great pains haye been taken to impress it on the public mind, that I have beon 
the means of removing certain Muil routes, and particularly the one leading from 
Shawneetown through Frankfort to Belleville.
